I usually play a clip from the "We are Family" song just to get the kids 

awake and started!  Then we talk about the different types of families 

and the students will talk about their friends families and their 

own...We then talk about why families are important... what they like 

about their families... what they would change... we then talk about how 

the family is more important then where or what they live in... and then 

we talk about a nation only being as strong as its families and why that 

is true.  I then tell them about my family and the things we do together 

and that we really like to play games together... I then let the 

students play games for the last 15 minutes or so of class (monopoly, 

candy land, chutes and ladders, cards, skip bo, etc.)  They seem to 

really enjoy it and the next day they come to class I ask them about the 

things they like to do with thier families....
